RAILWAY ENTERPRISE 
CORRIENTES. 


The province of Corrientes has the 
reputation of being the most revolu¬ 
tionary and backward State in the 
Argentine Republio. In importance it 
ranks the fifth province in the nation ; 
delightfully situated in the prolific Me¬ 
sopotamia formed by the gigantic arms 
of the Parana and Uruguay, it boasts 
a climate and a soil, an abundance of 
water and of wood, that place itjamong 
the mo3t favered spots of nature, 
though desolated by the intrigues of 
politicians, tyrannised by short-lived 
Governments, and the scape-goat of 
every revolutionary movement in the 
country. 

Where nature has been so bountiful 
in her gifts, it would appear that man 
were sent to defeat the Creator’s work 
and stand in open rebellion against all 
the profuse blessings of climate and 
soil. Corrientes has not only been ne¬ 
glected under the severe and paternal 
indifference of successive national gov¬ 
ernments, but has been steadily scourg¬ 
ed by its innumerable and unstable 
local governments. This accounts for 
the lack of enterprise and the absence 
of capital to turn to account the varied 
wealth of tbat favored territory. B. 
Aires, Entre Rios, Santa F6, sleepy 
Cordoba, the Puntano and Cuyo pro¬ 
vinces, Salta, Catamarca, Jujuy, Tucu- 
mau, and last and least, even wretched 
Santiago del Estero boast railways and 
public works; but Corrientes boasts no- 
thing of the kind. Like an indolent 
Creole beauty she is refractory to 
activity, order, or progress. 

The province covers an area of four 
thousand square leagues and has 
population of at least two hundred 
thousand souls. The towns and vil 
lages situated on the Parana have the 
great advantage of water carriage 
Vessels drawing nine feet can in all 
seasons go as far as Corrientes (the 
capital) and the freight by water is 
about half what it would be by rail¬ 
way ; but the settlements inland and on 
the banks of the Uruguay are suffer¬ 
ing from want of roads and bridges. In 
the rainy season communications are 
stopped as transit on the muddy roads 
becomes impossible and the small 
rivers in their swollen state cannot be 
forded. 

There is, hoyever, a Lucas Gonsalez 
in the field who promises to redeem the 
province from its decadence and back¬ 
ward condition. We refer to Mr 
Theodore AncelTs great railway con¬ 
cession for the construction of lines 
from the city of Corrientes to San Luis, 
thence in a South-easterly direction to 
Mburucuya; here the main line spreads 
out to Empedrado to the West, to Can- 
cepcion to the South to Caa-cati and 
Ituzaingo to the North-east. From 
Empedrado another line will run to 
form junction with the proposed Na¬ 
tional railways at San Roque.

We beg to thank the polished purser 
for supplying us with late dates and illustrated 
papers. 

The German steamor Frankfurt has post 
poned her sailing, due to the wet weather, 
till to-morrow. 

The Horrox and Hevelius, of the Lamport 
& Holt Line, from London, arrived this mom 
ing. Passengers and mails to-morrow by tr. 
river steamer. The Hevelius made a splendid 
run out, bringing dates up to the 16th, the 
latest here. The famous Carlo Circus Com 
pany have arrived in the Horrox. 

I reighta still weak and, strange to say, little 
cargo offering. At this season steamers should 
bo able to fill up at once, but the shipbrokers 
state that they find it difficult enough. The 
rates are :—for Havre and Antwerp 25 francs 
and Dunkirk fs. 20 , Outsiders taking 
lower than 17$.

Mr Casar left for Europe two days ago to 
purchase the latest improved machinery for 
turning out Spanish cards. This card making 
industry is one of great promise in this coun 
try, and we hear that all the Clubs in the 
country have promised to buy exclusively from 
Mr Casar. The high duty on the imported 
article makes the card industry a paying one. 

An Irish gentleman, who resided many years 
in the R. Plate and is at present a settler in 
New South Wales, writes to us inquiring after 
the price of lands in this Province. He states 
that many Australian capitalists are taking 
great interest in this country at present and 
will probably make large investments here. 

The Armandale is expected to arrive to-day 
from Liverpool, Vile de Buenos Aires from 
Havre, Matteo Bruzzo and La France from 
Genoa are expected to arrive to-day at Mon¬ 
tevideo. The Aconcagua leaves to-morrow 
Montevideo for Liverpool. 

The Dalton, which was to sail to-day, will 
leave to-morrow, the delay being caused by 
the severity of the weather. 

The following ocean-going vessels entered 
the Riachuelo yesterday: Tertre, consigned to 
Messrs Juan Sc Jose Drysdale; Artos with cargo 
for the Great Southern Railway; Bachelors, 
Thomas Fletcher and Oskorswarf, consigned 
to Messrs Drysdale. 

Tho Thessaly, announced to leave yester¬ 
day, will probably sail to-day. 

At the present moment the port-movement 
very brisk and the great volume of import 
trade may be gauged from the fact that yes¬ 
terday nine sea-going vessels entered * the 
Outer Roads and Riachuelo. The frozen meat 
business is lively ; the Dilsberg is loading at 
Zarate several thousand sheep and a consider¬ 
able quantity of beef, which will be conveyed 
to Europe on a new frigorific system. 

The town of Zarate is on the high road to 
progress and prosperity, and recent advices 
announce the final establishment of Sr Pas- 
cual Varando’s Aguardiente Factory, now in 

f ood working order. Messrs. Maupas, Estra- 
a, Escalada and Co’s paper mills, situated at 
a short distance from the Aguardiente factory, 
are not yet working, as the machinery de¬ 
partment is still incomplete. On the oppo¬ 
site side of the river Mr Alexander Junor’s 
tile-factory is situated, and the yield averages 
00,000 tiles per month, which is a handsome 
figure, in view of the embryonic Btate of the 
factory. 

In another column will be found an adver 
tisement by Messrs Bullrich & Co of Borne 
magnificent pure-blood Hereford bulls and 
cows. These animals come direct from the 
famous establishment of Mr A Yeomans, in 
Hereford, who holds medals awarded bim at 
the principal Exhibitions in the world. Mr 
1 eomans is at present here, and is prepared to 
prove that the Herefords will thrive better 
and give as good results as any breed that 
has yet been imported. The auction comes off 
on the 16th inst. 

Mr James Craig, from the Guardia del 
Monte, was welcomed to-day. He reports the 
camps in good condition and sheepfarraers 
pretty well satisfied with the year’s results in 
that district. Sheep out there, he states, are 
suffering from a “ peste” in the shape of mag¬ 
gots, by which all the estancieros have suf 
fered more or less. He sold his wool at 95 % 
in his “galpon.” The " peste” 'is becoming 
very general throughout the camp, and it will 
be to the advantage of our sheep men to place 
themselves in Communication with Mr Hay¬ 
ward, at present here, and who guarantees to 
completely eradicate this " peste. 

There was nothing of any importance done 
in exchange. Beth tho official banks are still 
keeping the brokers in the dark, and whether 
they will or will not draw for the French 
packet is only known to themselves. The 
market rate 47$—a deal offering, but no 
takers. Discounts very difficult. Provincial 
Government Bills are quoted at 12 0/0 and Nat. 
Government at 9 olo. 


The rain, it is reported, has been general 
throughout the camp districts. Though rather 
late, it means gold for tho ostancieros. In 
^ ra ined for 24 hours. 

Ihe well known banking firm carried on in 
Barcolona under the name of tho Viuda Roliola.

Ihe English Bank of the River Plate in 
Montevideo will emit from the 1 st of January 
its own notes. 

Messrs Figari Butuer & Co. have petitioned 
the Lord Mayor to allow in free of duty 
3oo ,000 granite paving stones. This demand, 
no doubt, is very reasonable, but so long as 
wo huve our streets paved on this granite 
system, Buenos Ayres will always bo the most 
backward city in the world. More wood and 
less stone Lord Mayor, and you will be con¬ 
ferring a greater benefit on B. Ayres than 
even by your Grand Boulevard. 

A new diligeuce has been started, running 
from Sun Pedro on the Southern Railway to 
1 audit, and touching at Rauch and other im¬ 
portant towns along the route. 

The l,-loo immigrants t u «r came out in the 
Italian steamer Orion© were landed at the 
Martin Garcia Lazaretto yesterday. Double 
this number are at present required in Sta. Fe 
to get in the wheat crop. As we have already 
Hated, including the number on their way out, 
tho immigration figures for this year wall be 
over lo ),ooo. Comondudor Vecchi Bey states 
that we will probably have double this number 
in a couple of years hence. 

Ihe petition of Messrs Gallardo & Co. to 
colonise a tract of land in the Neuqueu terri¬ 
tory has been thrown out. 

To-morrow the decree for analysing diseased 
skbos, wool, &c, will be published by the 
Municipality. This is a move in the right 
direction, and will result in much good, as 
parties selling their produce can always gua 
rantee it, tho cost of same being infinitessimal. 
The Argentine Rural Society have brought 
about this measure.
